business career in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
that netted luxury and high prest­ 
ige in social circles, was built up on 
$700, the spoils of one of the bandits 
in the holdup here September 14, 
1921, of a bank messenger, it was dis­ 
closed today in the bandits confes­ 
sion. according to police, after his 
worldly comforts terminated in 
his 
arrest. 
His name, as listed b rib e local po­ 
lice, is Eugene Remy, 32 years old. 
Ic Cincinnati, authorities declared, 
he was known as Frank Berg, pro­ 
prietor of a cafe 
and owner of a 
palatial home at Norwood, a fashion­ 
able suburb. 
Police asserted his arrest followed 
a chance discovery of a scar on one 
side of his face by a Bertillon expert 
at Cincinnati when "Berg" exposed 
himself to the expert in 
reporting 
the theft of a diamond ring 
and 
scarf pin, valued at $500. and went to 
the police station to try to identify 
some of the suspects arrested. 
His 
finger prints were said to tally with 
the local records. 
In the alleged confession, Remy ad 
mltted that he was one of the four 
bandits who held up John Hellems, 
a negro bank messenger, on a street 
car, "but with an empty revolver,” 
and, by pre-arrangement 
with the 
messenger, he handed over his sat­ 
chel containing $14,000 to the men, 
two of whom are under arest. Remy 
said he was "double crossed" by the 
leader of the bandits, who gave him 
only $700 instead of $3,500 as prom­ 
ised. He added that he went to Cin­ 
cinnati immediately after the rob­ 
bery and opened the cafe. 


Must Pay For Service. 
CHICAGO, Ills., March 20.—Gov­ 
ernment ownership is being used by 
political and labor demagogues look­ 
ing for votes as a drug to soothe the 
public into a belief that cheaper trans 
potation will result, E. T. Whiter, 
acting vice president of the North­ 
western region of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad, declared in an address be­ 
fore the Western Railway Club here 
last night. 
"Sponsors of government ownership 
are desirous of bringing 
about a 
state of affairs where the govern­ 
ment will be forced to take over the 
roads." Whiter said, adding "that 
such a Rep would benefit neither 
the railroads and their employes nor 
the public." 
The clamor for government owner 
ship,'he said, is coming at a 
time 
when the railroads have made a rec­ 
ord of which they are proud, having 
handled more freight in 1922 than in 
any year in their history. 
Refering to the great losses during 
government railroad operation while 
the war was in progress, Whiter 
said: 
"If people want adequate railroad 
sendee, the plain fact Is that they 
lutist pav reasonable rates for it. 
They may soothe themselves 
into 
thinking that they can get cheaper 
transportation 
under 
government 
ownership, but actually they will pay 
a great deal more for it in taxes and 
poorer sendee.” 
Whiter also denied charges 
that 
rates are too high. particularly with 
regard to agricultural products, cit­ 
ing the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission’s report, on February 
23. 
which said the situation warranted 
no radical reduction in total charges.
